New York, April 27 


cool morning came for the enjoyment 
of the million people who were con- 
cerned about fair weather foi the Grant 
tomb ceremony. A northwest wind 
tossed the myriads of floating banners. 
Very early a great influx of visitors is 
evident in the crowded streets, and in 
the overflowing surface and elevated 
roads. 
The ceremonies began at sun- 


rise, -when, from a tall flag-pole near 
the tomb was flniig an immense Ameri- 
can flag furnished by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. Bands were 
soon playing on land and water and 
the key-note sounded was joy over the 
memory of the^'great man so honored; 
not sorrow over the death of a hero. At 
9 :20 the President arrived at the Fifth 
avenue Hotel in a carriage, accom- 
panied by Gen. Horace Porter. 
He 


was greeted by cheers, and he bowod 
repeatedly. 
Vice-President 
Hobart 


joined the President, and the carriage 
took its place at the head of the lino. 
Gen. Bntterfield rode ac the right of 
the barouche. 
The 
diplomats de- 


parted by the Twenty-fourth street en- 
trance and the Grant family by the 
Fifth avenue entrance. 
By 9:40 the 


Presidential procession was in motion. 


Following the President came the 


Grant 
family. 
Then 
Ex-President 


Cleveland with Richard Watson Gilder, 
and finally a carriage carrying Gens. 
Rosecrans, Augur, H. C. Wright and 
J. G. Parke. Cheers greeted the dis- 
tinguished party as it moved through 
the crowded streets. 


Tbe arrival of the official procession 


at the tomb was the signal for a~tre- 
mendous outburst of applause from 
fifty thousand people on the grand 
stands and on surrounding lawns. 


The speakers at the tomb were Mavos 


Strong, Gen. Porter and President Mc- 
Kinley. Prayer was offered by Bisliop 
Newman, the devoted friend of Gen. 
Giant. President McKinlej'a address 
was an eloquent tribute to the char- 
acter and services of Gen. Grant. 
In 


the course of his remarks he said, "A 
great life never dies; grat deeds are im- 
perishable; great 
names 
immortal. 


Gen. 
Grant's services and 
character 


will continue undiminished in influence 
as long as liberty remains the corner- 
stone of free government, and integrity 
of life the guarantee of good citizen- 
ship." 


Mrs. McKinley found the breeze on 


the atand too chilly and was escorted 
to her apartments in the Olaremont 
Hotel, where she remained during the 
ceremonies. 


The land parade, under command of 


General Greenville M. Dodge, started 
at 10:30 
from Twenty-fourth street 


and Madiaon avenue. Gen. Merritt 
led the first division. Gen, O. O. 
Howard was at the head of tho veteran 
division and called forth gieat applause 
all along the line. 


1891, ground was broken for the con- 
struction of- tomb according to the 
plans adopted. 


The plance selected was in Riverside 


park, near the temporary tomb in 
which the body of the dead general was 
laid on August 8th, 1885. 
In mauy 


ways this spot has become consecrated 
ground. 
Except at the 
death aud 


funeral of the Duke of Wellington, no 
more imposing event has occurred in 
modern history than tho funeral of 
General Grant on that day. Half a 
million of people watched an august 
procession of 50,000 sincere mourners 
escorting the body to the tomb. No 
man had more distinguished 
pall- 


bearers. Those of General Grant were: 
General William T. Sherman and Gen- 
eral Joaephh B. Johnston, of the Con- 
federate army; General Phil. Sheridan 
and General Simon B. Buokner, a 
former Confederate general; George W. 
Ohilds and Anthony J. Drexel, Ad 
rnirals Porter and Worden, Oliver Hoyt 
and ^George Jones, General John A. 
Logan and George S. Boutwell. la 
the line wore soldiers of both armies, 
who had fought each othor in the Oivr 
war. 
There were distinguished gen- 


erals who had fought with Grant, 
Grand Army men who had served un 
der him, Mexican war veterans, Uuitec 
States 
cavalry 
and 
infantry, 
state 


troops from mauy states and nnmerou 
civic organizations. 
President Cleve 


land, Vice-President Hendrioke, Ex 
Presidents Hayes and Arthur aud other 
National dignitaries were in the pro 
cession. 
Tho grand marshal was Gen 


'oral W. S. Hancock. 


Now this spot is consecrated for al 


time'by a magnificent work of art, th 
expression in forms of beauty as th 
loyalty and gratitude of tho America 
people. Its material is solid whit 
granite, which rises to the hoighth of a 
hundred and fifty feet. The motives of 
this imposing mausoleum ia a complex 
one, 
of reverence and patriotic aspira- 


tions. 
It makes the spot sacred to all 


Americans.

Money for the Grant monument was 


raised by popular subscription. Fully 
90,000 people gave from one cent to 
five thousand dollars to the fund. 
The 


sum of §559,000 was raised and kept 
at interest until it amounted to §600,- 
000. 
Only $50,000 was secured outside 


of New York city. 


General Grant died July 28, 1885. 


Five days later Mayor William R. 
Grace called a meeting in New York 
to -organize for collecting a fund for a 
suitable national monument to the dead 
general. 
On the next day the monu- 


ment committee was organized, with 
Ex President Chester A. Arthur as 
chairman. 
Mr. Arthur, Mayor Graue 


and Hamilton Fish aigned the first ap- 
peal for subscription whioh came in 
very rapidly. Six months later the as- 
sociation was organized under an act of 
the legislature and had one hundred 
and fourteen thousand dollars in fund.- 
Shortly afterwards President Arthur 
died. The subsequent presidents were 
Sidney Dillon, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Ex-Mayor Grace and General Horace 
Porter. 
Meantime the subscriptions 


languished on account of opposition 
from numerous states to the erection of 
a monument in New York rather than 
in the National cemetery. It was in 
1892 
that General Poiter became presi- 


dent and Frederick D. Tappan treas- 
urer of the association. 
A more per- 


fect and efficient organization brought 
contributions in until the aum already 
mentioned was raised. 


Two years previous to this the plans 


of J. H. Duncan, of New York, were 
accepted by the association from a 
number of competitors.

But, as the latter in destroying the 
mountains aud clearing the horizon, 
shatters the rock and earth into splint- 
ers, so the former in clearing the 
Hanua sky in this vicinity, shatters the 
hopes aud the dreams of the Foraker- 
ites into smithereens.

Now the M-O's sit in the 
big palace at Washington, say "Here" 
every morning, "Aye" or "No" once 
in awhile and occasionally send a note 
over, to the fourth assistant-postmaster- 
general telling him to appoint so-and- 
so postmaster at snoh-and-auoh a place.

in, and tho someone else told the Hon- 
orable M. G. that Will H. MoOurdy, 
Jr , was a real nice fellow, a good Re- 
pnbhciui worker, and thoroughly quali- 
fied to fill tho office of postmaster at 
"Wheelersbnrg. 
The "someone else" 


proved to bo Hauna'a lieutenants in 
this conuty. Feutou scratched Ms head 
and stopped to think. McKinley is 
president, Hanna made him; Foraker 
ia senator, but a senator isn't much 
considered all by himself. 
But he de- 


cided to give all parties a fair heairug 
before sending the little note. 
This 


•was the first pqstoilice to be filled in 
Srioto county, and, of course, would 
naturally be an indication of how the 
others were to be filled. So it was de- 
cided to make this the test case, so to 
apeak.

But they couldn't make it. 


Saturday Mr. Feiiton announced that 
he would recommend McCurdy, and 
that his appointment would be made 
the first of this weok. The Hauua men 
are jubilant, while the Foiaker men 
are very much down at tho mouth. 
It 


will be guod news to the Hanua men 
who are candidates for the other post- 
cilices in the couuty. Ife was considered 
a test case. 
Both sides fought to a 


finish, aud Forakor candidates for other 
post-offices in the county must get a 
move 011 themselves. 


NOT SIGNIFICANT. 


Mr. L M. Maun said this afternoon

legislature 
recognizing dogs as per- 


sonal property only w<hen placed upon 
the assessment rolls. In this case the 
dog was not assessed. 
Justice Brown 


delivered 
the 
opinion of the court, 


sustaining the constitutionality of the 
lanv 
and 
refusing damages. Justice 


Brown laid down the law in regard to 
<logs 
in general 
in 
the 
following 


terms: 
"The very fact that they are 


without protection of 
criminal law,' 


shows that property in dogs is of an 
imperfect or qualified nature, and that 
they stand, as it were, between ani- 
mals ferae naturae, in which umtil sufb- 
dned, there is no property, and 
do- 


mestic anirnais, in w.-ich the right of 
property is complete. 
They are next 


considered 
as 
being upon the same 


plane with horses, cattle, sheep and

The Old Tomb. 


The old tomb of General Grant—a 


squat little brick-built affair 
which 


was Intended as a, temporary resting 
place for the body and held it for al- 
most 12 years—stands as a woeful con- 
trast to the new tomb in which the re- 
mains are to rest for all time. 
The 


two—the old tomb and the new—stand 
close together, almost side by side. 


On a little knoll, which was always 


the first spot in the vicinity to tell of 
the approach of spring and the last to 
take on the garb of winter, the tem- 
porary tomb stands. The first touch 
of work done upon it was on Tuesday, 
July 28, 1S85, five days afier the death 
of General Grant. 


There is a granite base with walls 


thre.e feet thick, of black 
and 
red 


brick rising above it until they finish 
in a top of blue stone. Then a granite 
keystone and a barrel roof. Very sim- 
ple, yet substantial, as has been shown 
in the passing years. 


In length the structure is 17 feet, in 


width, 12 feet 4 inches, in heighth 21 
feet. The tomb was declared finished 
shortly after noon on Friday, Aug. 7, 
and the steel casing having been set 
on the piers, everything was in readi- 
ness for the placing of the coffin in it 
on the following day. 


Through the grated door mourners 


and sightseers looked into the dingy 
Interior, saw the case of steel with its 
one light point at front where was the 
inscription in letters of- silver:

water of the Hudson river the Grant 
montumeat stands, a soli'd pile of white 
granite 160 -teelt in height. The first 72 
fee't of this height is a outbe of the 
Gredian dorta order, whidh measures 
90 leeit on all sides. 


The entrance, on- the southern side, 


is inclosed by a. iportico made up of a 
raw o'f recessed columns. AJbove and 
behind the portico rises an almost 
(blank wall, which Tvill one day be re- 
lieved by the four equestrian statues 
shown usually in plans df the monti- 
meTit, and finishes in a. parapet wMdh. 
shows up'on its face the sculptured fig- 
ures of Peace and War. 


•Above ithe fpara.pet there starts ab- 


ruptly a-ctHpfoIa, 70 feet in diameter, 
eurrounded as a relief with Ionic col- 
umns.

Passing up the great steps which ex- 


tend three-quarters of the way across 
the "front of the siruciure, one comes 
first to the doors of the tomb, filling 
a space 16 feet 4^ inches in height 
and 9 feet in width. Of bone-dried ash, 
covered thickly with a composition of 
copper and tin, these doors weigh three 
an'd one-half tons. 


In each door there are three panels, 


ornamented with 148 bronze rosettes, 
the 
24 on the larger central panel 


Its place has been taken by five tons 
of solid granite. 


The first coffin is air tight and la 


considered indestructable. It is six 
feet long and the outer case of cedar 
is covered with black cloth. The me- 
talic interior is copper, highly 
pol- 


ished, and Is one-eighth of an Inch 
thick. The frame and portals are of 
golid silver. 


The second coffin is solid cedar and 


serves as a strong protector for the 
first. Inside it is lined heavily with 
lead, outside it is highly polished with, 
silver. 


The steel case 
which formed the 


third 
covering, which 
was

enough to permit the coffin to fit snug- 
ly was the most 
remarkable 
of the 


three. It was of %-inch metal of the 
finest quality, flanged at every angle 
and so heavily riveted and carefully 
made that neither air nor water could 
find a pin point of entrance way.
